FORT NELSON. 

A gentleman called on the Butts- 
TIN on Friday morning to contradict 
the statments appearing in the letters 
of Capt. Mason regarding the trail 
from Peace River Crossing to Fort 
Nelson, appearing in Thureday’s isaue 
of the Butietiy. He stated that he 
was at Fort Nelson at the time the 
Mason party were there, and that 
Mason then expressed himself as very 
much dissatisfied with the trail. The 
united parties numbered about 50 
men. They had lost a few horses, 
but the band of cattle had come 
through in good shape so far. The 
intention of the party then was to 
continue westward across the moun- 
tains to Sylvester's landing by a route 
used by the Indians. They had en- 
gaged au Indian guide who was ac- 


quainted with the trails ; but he and 
others warned them that they could 
not get through with their stock for 
lack of feed. Grass was plentiful all 
the way from Peace River Crossing to 
Fort Nelson, but travelling was very 
difficult owing to fallen timber, and 
the of scrub pine. The musk- 
kegs were not much trouble as the 
country seemed to have dried up 
considerably of late years. The party 
killed considerable game on the way. 

Our informant returned from Fort 
Nelson to Peace River Crossing, leav- 
ing the former place on Aug. 5th, end 
taking 31 days on the trip. He 
followed the trail made by the Mason 
party, but in places it had been de- 
stroyed by fires, which were running 
fiercely. 


Messrs. Osborne and Secord, of Ed- 
monton, who were with this party, 
were both well and intended pushing 
on with the rest, 

Our informant had gone to Fort 
Nelson by way of St. John, and had 
travelled by pack train from St. John 
to the Big Sicanie river, or west 
branch of the Nelson, in 19 days. 
The party had an Indian guide. There 
was no trail part of the way, but the 
travelling was good. The country 
was lightly wooded, with an excellent 
growth of grass, no muskeg, or fallen 
tiraber and no bad hills. He considers 
this a most interesting region and 
very suitable for stock raising or 
dairying. 

After reaching the Big Sicanie 
river the party built a boat and went 
down stream. They found the river 
very treacherous, and lost most of 
their supplies by the upsetting of 
their boat from striking a submerged 
tree. They reached Nelson, however, 
and there met the Mason party. Our 
informant returned to Peace River 
Crossing with a member of the Curran 
party, and the others went on with 
the Mason party. 


FROM SIMPSON. 
F. Groat arrived on Thursday night 


from Fort Simpson, Mackenzie river. 
He left Simpson about the middle of 
September and returned most of the 
way by canoe. He had heard no 
news from Peel river later than that 
brought by Messrs. Stephen and 
Howey, who came up on the Hud- 
son's Bay steamer. Several parties 
were wintering at the mcuth of 
Gravel river on the Mackenzie, 250 
miles below Simpson, their intention 
being to cross over to the head of the 
Macmillan river during the winter, 
the Indians having reported a practic- 
able winter trail. They were putting 
up a supply of fish at Fort Norman, 
not far below the mouth of Gravel 
river, so as to be sure of having food 
for their dogs when making the trip. 
The Wilson party, the Findlay party 
and others were taking this course. 
A large number of parties had gone 
up the Liard from Simpson, and none 
had came down up to the time Mr. 
Groat left, except a party of three 
named Trembly, Coulter and Foster, 
who had lost their supplies by the 
upsetting of their boat. 

The little steamers of the mining 
companies had mostly gone down to 
Peel river. The large boat of the 
Alaska Mining Co., was on the stocks 
at Fort Smith. The Alpha of the 
same company had returned to Chipe- 
wyan, being intended to ply on the 
waters of the lower Athabasca and 
the Slave river. 

A man was reported to have been 
drowned at the Little lake, an ex- 
pansion of the Mackenzie below Fort 
Providence at the outlet of Great 
Slave lake, Mr. Groat had not heard 
the name, nor the circumstances of 
the drowning. 


Mr. Groat had bad weather on the 
lower Athabasca and travelled over- 
land from McMurray to Grand rapids.

MUD. 


Edmonton district has been suffer- 
ing from mud, (spelled large) during 
the past week or two. A fall of snow 
succeeded by thawing weather and 
some rain brought about a condition 
most unpleazant to those who had 
business on the roads. While the 
wet weather caused some delay in 
threshing, it was only a slight delay 
and no damage is reported. The large 
number of threshers in the district this 
season makes it possible to get the 
crop into the granary much more 
speedily than ever before. While all 
must agree that the weather has been 
anything but pleasant and that the 
roads are horrible, it may be also well 
to remember that dry—not wet— 
weather is the enemy of agriculture in 
the Northwest. The great drawback 
to grain raising in the west is the dry 
spring, particularly if the dry spring is 
preceded by a dry fall, as it usually is. 
If, however, the ground gets a good 
soaking in the fall, as at present, the 
ill effect of the dryness of the follow- 
ing spring is lessened correspondingly. 
The water now in the ground will 
freeze there and remain all winter, to 
furnish a supply of moisture in the 
spring, and so ensuring an early start 
of the crop. When no moisture comes 
in the fall, and the ground freezes dry, 
in the spring after the snow goes away 
the ground is as dry as in the fall, for 
the snow having gone before the frost 
comes out of the ground the ground 
could not absorb any moistme frum the 
snow. In that case the crop must 
wait for the first rains in the latter 
end of May before it can start. It is 
a good thing to remember that mud 
makes wheat. 
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Most people are unaware that it is 
a criminal offence to buy or sell a 
railway ticket outside of the regu- 
lar agents of the company. But snch 
is the fact and the statutes of Can- 
ada provide that the punishment for 
this crime is a fine up to $50, or im- 
prisonment. The Canadian Pacific 
railway have been patient for some 
time, but the evil of selling the return 
part of a cheap ticket has become so 
pronounced that the company has de- 
termined to put a stop to the practice, 
and hereafter will press for the im- 
prisonment of a culprit as well asa fine. 
In several cases in which passengers 
were detected travelling east on tickets 
purchased from those who had come 
up from the east on the cheap rates, 
the officials have been lenient, and only 
insisted upon them paying full fare or 
or leaving the train and giving up their 
tickets. This was done principally 
because the passengers appeared to be 
ignorant of the law; but ‘n future more 
vigorous measures will be enforced to 
prevent the continuance of the custom. 
Yesterday morning A. O. Hitchcock, 
appeared before Magistrate Peebles, 
charged with selling a return part of a 
cheap ticket for $18. The man to 
whom he sold the ticket was taken off 
the train here and Hitchcock was made 
to refund the money and pay a fine of 
$30 and costs or 60 days in jail. A 
special agent has been employed by 
the company to detect any one guilty 
of similar misdemeanors.

At the same time thous- 
ands of other people, chiefly where book 
stores and news agencies are convenient, 
throw away after reading vest quantities of 
the very kind of literature that those first 
mentioned would most highly prize. The Aber- 
deen association aims to be a medium where- 
by the waste of printed matter in the centres 
of population may be turned to useful pur- 
pose in supplying the needs of the people in 
the sparsely settled regions. The members 
collect publications in their several cities 
and then mail them to applicants in outly- 
ing districts. The association originated in 
Winnipeg a number of years ago and was 
given the name it bears in compliment to 
the Countess of Aberdeen who interested 
herself greatly in the work. Applications 
for literature msy be addressed to the 
secretary of any of the branch associations 
or to C. F. Whitley, secretary of the central 
agsociation, Ottawa.

Mr. McCauley, in opening. spoke of the 
Terricorial government and the work under- 
vaken by it, and dealt fg tree 

bred stock, experimental stations, 
an and statute Mabor districts, also 
reading a statement of the expenditures of 
the government last year. He showed how 
the jations in the Edmonton district 
ded on gs ogee ae, 
ing to the quantity of grain exy;o y 
those settanenta ehad been criticised 
for one or two things, his boiler speech for 
one. He had gained his point on this and 
that was all anyone could do. Mr. Ruther- 
ford had accused him of not looking after 
the interests of Edmonton in regard to the 
visit of the association. He had 
looked after the matter and the town had a 
cheque to defray its expenses in this matter. 
He thought that, taking it all in all, his 
opponents had not been able to find very 
many Gr very serious faults with his public 
conduct. Mr. Rutherford had met him on a 
public platform only twice, notwithstand- 
ing that he had called fifteen meetings and 
had invited Mr. Rutherford to every one. 

He denounced the allegation of the Plain- 
dealer that he had asked the government to 
divide the district between townships 51 
and 52 as a lie. 

In conclusion he thanked them for their 
kindly hearing, and stated that if elected 
he would endeavor to carry out te comple- 
taon the good work which had been com- 
menced.

Mr. Rutherford, in addressing the meet- 
ing, claimed that the district had not re- 
ceived -its fair share of government grants. 
If an equal division was made of the total 

t, among the 29 constituencies, it would 
found that Edmonton was short $4,000. 
Mr. McCauley claimed credit for the money 
spent on the 14th base line ; it should be 
credited to Mr. Maloney, whore constit- 
mency it bordered. Also Mi. Tims should 
have credit, for the same reason, for the 
money spent On the Beaver lake trail. The 
speaker thought party politics should be 
kept out,as if there was a liberal federal gov- 
ernment and a conservative Territorial gov- 
ernment, the federal grant might be withheld. 
He reviewed the Territorial government’s 
work, the greater part of which he endorsed. 
Mr. McCauley had not fulfilled his promises 
to have a road opened through the Indian 
reserve at Stony Plain. He thought the 
Dominion government grants shouid be 
larger ; instead of $280,000 we should have 
at least $400,000. He favored the forma- 
tion of the Territories into one province. 


Mr. McCauley in replying called atten- 
tion to the fact that the $12,000 spent on 
the Slave lake trail was not included in 
Mr. Rutherford’s estimate. This would, 
according to his own statement leave the 
district over paid $8,000. As to the road 
through Stony Plain. The title was in the 
hands «f the federal government and they 
had only now received permission to open a 
trail through the reserve. Twenty.six 
hundred had been spent in iinprovements 
south of the river. He called attention 
to the Plaindealer’s garbled report of the 
meeting in Edmonton, but could not as- 
sume apy responsibility for the editor's 
lack of veracity. Three questions were 
asked Mr. McCauley and satisfactorily re- 
plied to by him, after which the andience 
dispersed. 

The meeting throughout was free from 
disturbance or ill-feeling of any kind. An 
attentive hearing was given both speakers 
and the applause was so well divided that 
it was hard to tell which candidate was the 
favorite, even with a South Edmonton 
audience.
